As a Liberal, and 
a verit.ic tribune, he claims tho right to 
initiate reforms, and point out how, under 
Propor guidance, tho legislation of the 
country may bo improved so that the 
Greatest possible good will accrue to tho 
people, 

Conservative joursals would refuse the 
right to’ speculate, even when there is 
woll-defined probability that this specula- 
tion will lead to active experiments, They 
intimate that Mr. Blake is excéeding the 
limits of party prerogatives by indulging 
in the enunciation of opinions that reach so 
far into the probability, This is an argu- 
ment 80 antagonistic to the spirit and prac- 
tice of our institutions that it can be dis~ | 
missed with contempt.

It is hero that 
the Monarch is of use—here that his right, 
privilege, and prerogative are of absolute 
and vital necessity to the maintenance of 
liberty. Ifa Ministry, hacked by Parlia- 
ment, propose to embark on and continue 
in s dangerous or an extravagant course— 
if they be reckless ; nay, if they be venal— 
and Parliaments have been these—the 
king, governor, or lieutenant-governor,who- 
ever is head of a responsible governmental 
system, has the powor of referring matters 
back to the people—the proper and original 
source of power. This course is far from 
tyranny—far from high-handedness ; it is 
their very opposite, itis the defence against 
them, it is the only defence against them. 
Itis simply the right—the duty—of the 
Crown to ask the people ina doubtful or 
dangerous exigency, when the public re~ 
sources of tlio public safety May appear to 
be menaced by Parliamentary procedure, 
“Do you approve?” And take from him 
this right, relisve him of this duty, and a 
people may, in any five years, be plunged 
into bankraptey, nay, into slavery ; may 
soo their resources wasted and their future 
ruined, and none have the power to inter- 
fore. That power of interference is given 
by the Monarch’s prerogative—now tho 
main safoguard of the people's right. 

Tho Crown may exercise this power in 
three ways :—(1.) By dismissing Ministors. 
(2.) By refusing to adopt the advice of 
Ministors, in which case they must rosign, 
(8.) By dissolving Parliaments. Either of 
these will generally, and, of course, the last 
always, be followed by o new election, in 
which the will of the people can be made 
known. Tho two first are the fairer, as 
Ministers must then, without the assistance 
of that oxtraneous and often mischioyous 
assistance given by the possession of power, 
meet tho country on the merits of thoir 
course alone. 

“In extreme casos,” says Zarl Grey, “tho 
powers ot the Crown to refuso its consent 
to what is proposed by its servanta may bo 
neod with the greatest benofit to the nation. 

If it is exorcised with wisdom, and resorved 
for great emergencies, the Crown may gen- 
erally calculate on the support of the na- 
tion in refusing to sanction mongures im-

Alleged Dastardly Outrage. 


A RICH CALIFORNIA WIDOW THE VICTIM 
OF MERCENARY FRIENDS,—AN AMER- 
ICAN GENTLEMAN TO THE 
RESCUE. 


The Hamilton Zimes narrates a case 
that occurred at the Great Western, Rail- 
way Station in that city Friday afternoon, 
which, if truo,is indeed a dastardly outrage. 

A lady of good appearance stepped from | 
the cars and was immediately surrounded ' 
by a number of gentlemen who were also 
passengers by the train, A reporter of the 
Times happening to be’ on the platform 
noticed the flatter of excitement and made 
enquiry as to its cause, He obtained the 
following particulars ; 

On leaving Toronto the lady referred to 
was unceremoniously hustled into the car, 
and Watched carefully ‘Uy tro parties, who 
represented to the passengers that she was 
insane, and that they were properly cre- 
dentialed to convey her to the asylum in 
Hamilton, The unfortunate lady appear- 
ed to be perfectly sane and protested tre- 
quently against the outrage. which was 
being perpetrated upon her, Her protesta- 
tions attracted the attention of the passen- 
gers generally,especially that of two Amer- 
ican gentlemen, who, on.hearing that slie 
was boing unfairly dealt with, interested 
themselves in her behalt. 

Ove of these was a Mr. R. W.: Higgins, 
who accompanied the lady to the Asylum, 
and there she told the following story :— 
That she was possessed of a large amount 
of property in Montreal; that she was 
persuaded by hor false friends to dispose of 
a portion of this property with the idoa 
that they would invest the proceeds for 
her benefit. “Having “complied with their 
request, they refused to give her anything, 
whereupon sho throatened to institute an 
action to recover her rights. In ‘order to 
prevont her accomplishing this object they, 
while sho was in Toronto visiting, clandes- 
tinely removed her to anJ confined her in 
an isolated house for the spacu of three or 
four days, duing which time she was plied 
with noxious drugs and narcotics. Com- 
plete nervous prostration resulted. Her 
attendant, she states, was a physician of 
questionable reputation, and the same who 
acoompanied her hither. While she was 
lying in the condition described the ‘doc- 
tor had the necessary papers prepared 
and testified to by two other physicians, 
doubtless honorable men, but who were 
probably unacquainted with the previons 
circumstances. 

The American Consul, at Hamilton, is 
making enquiries into the matter, and if 
what tho lady has stated be correct pro- 
coodings will be taken which will bring ful- 
ly to light one of the most barefaced and 
scoundrelly pieces of business which has 
taken place in Canada for many years.

Capetown; July 4; says General Sir ‘Gar- 
net Wolosley arriyed at Port Durnford 
July 2. Seven hundred* Zulus with 700 
lead of cattle had surrendered. Ttis stat- 
od tho Government have received % tele- 
grant from Natal, “announcing that the 
British arms had reached Ulundi, after a 
fow skitmishos in which small” bodies of 
Zulus were killed. It was!found{the King's 
kraal and all tho surrounding kraals .had 
beeh burned by the Zalus, 

Gen. Clifford telegraphs to the War Of- 
fice from Potermaritzburg, July 4th, that 
Gen. Wolseley was not able to land at Port 
Durnford because of the surf, and he re- 
turns to Durban. He will procood by land 
to join Lord Ghelmsford's division imme- 
diately. Gon. Clifford's despatch continues 
as follows;-—‘'A mossage from Lord Chelms- 
ford.on 80th June.says: ‘Ihave just in- 
formed the Zalu King that I mnst advance 
to tho left bank of the rivers T shall’ do co 
to-morrow, but I will stop hostilities pend- 
ing pogotiations if my demands relative to 
captured cannon, &c., are complied with 
by 8rd July. My supplies will only permit 
of my, remaining here until the 10th of 
July.’

The 
King is anxious to fight, but the princes 
are not." Gon, Clifford adds in a despatch 
on the afternoon of the 4th July :—'There
